e Search terms are automatically combined (ANDed) together.
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Boolean Operators

Use AND, OR, and NOT.

The default Boolean operator is AND.

Boolean operators AND, OR, and NOT must be in upper case (e.g., vitamin ¢ OR zinc).

The Gateway processes the AND and OR Boolean operators in a left-to-right sequence.

The NOT operator is processed first.

Nesting: You can change the order in which the Gateway processes the AND and OR
operators in a search statement by enclosing the unit in parentheses. The terms inside the set
of parentheses will be processed as a unit and then incorporated in the overall strategy.
Examples:

common cold AND (vitamin ¢ OR zinc)
hay fever AND (claritin OR zyrtec)

Searching by Fields
e Searches can be refined using field qualifiers
e All field qualifiers should be entered after the search term.
e Field qualifiers must be in square brackets.
e Field qualifiers may be in upper or lower case.

common cold AND vitamin c[mh]
spanish [la]
N.B.: When a search query includes qualified and unqualified search terms with no Boolean
operators, the qualified terms should be entered first, e.g.,
lead screening([ti] children

e The most commonly used field qualifiers are Author, Title, and MeSH.

Author Name Searching

e Enter the author name in the format last name plus initials (no punctuation), followed by the
field qualifier (i.e., [au] or [author]).

e You may enter only the last name or the last name and the first initial if you do not know
the middle initial. The Gateway will truncate an author search for Journal Citations,
Meeting Abstracts, and HSRProj (Other Collections). Books/Serials/AVs does not support
author searching. There is no author field in the MEDLINEplus collections,
ClinicalTrials.gov, DIRLINE, HSDB, and OMIM.

You may search for investigators in HSRProj collection (Other Collections) using the
author field qualifier. Investigator names in the HSRProj collection are displayed as full
names but must be searched in the format last name plus initials (no punctuation)

Title Searching
e Enter one or more title words followed by the field qualifier (i.e., [ti] or [title]).

Examples:
AIDS [title] sexually transmitted diseases [title]
lyme disease [ti]
quality of life [title]
managed care [ti] quality [ti]

MeSH Searching

e Enter the MeSH term followed by the field qualifier (i.e., [mh] or [mesh]).

e Subheadings may be entered in full or the two-character abbreviation may be used.

e To search for a MeSH term with one or more subheadings, enter the MeSH term, a forward
slash, and one or more subheadings, followed by the field qualifier (e.g., [mesh]).

e If multiple subheadings are entered for one MeSH term, the subheadings will be ORed
together (e.g., myocardial infarction/su/dt [mh] is equivalent to myocardial infarction/su [mh]
OR myocardial infarction/dt [mh]).

lyme disease[mh]
macular degeneration/therapy [mesh]
myocardial infarction/su/dt [mh]
Lice [mh]

e Explosions : If a MeSH term or MeSH major topic is entered, it will be
automatically exploded in PubMed/MEDLINE (Journal Citations) only.

e To turn off automatic explosion, enter the field qualifier followed by
":noexp" (e.g., [mh:noexp])

e For other collections, MeSH terms are not exploded.
